textbooks to be paid for by city 
council out of general revenues of the 
city in January, this amount to be 
in addition to the regular 2 per cent 
apportionment for schools. ‘The text- 
books will be chiefly for the fifth 
and sixth grades, under the free text- 
book provision of city charter, and 
also will include some replacements 
for lower grades, which have been is- 
suing textbooks to pupils without 
charge since the charter amendment 
went into effect. 

Authority was granted for purchase 
of the books on a resolution by “oun- 
cilman Leo Sudderth, chairman of the 
council school committee, upon formal 
request by the board of education. 

School officials explained Monday 
that the resolution adopted by the 
board in regard to books, and the 
tenor of which had been resented by 
some members of council, was simply 
a copy of the resolution passed two 
years ago and had not been intended 
as a “slap in the face’ as some mem- 
bers of council had called it. The 
resolution was peremptory in tone, 
denying any obligation on the part of 
the school board to pay for the books 
and declaring that council had secur- 
ed the free books amendment without 
consulting the school board. Council 
has paid for the books, in addition te 
other appropriations for schools for 
the last two years, about $75.000 twa 
years ago, more than $90,000 last year 
and under the resolution adopted Mon- 
day, more than $100,000 for this year. 


FIGHT IN COUNCIL 
ON PONCE DE LEON 
PAVING DEFERRED 


City- council Monday refused to be- 
come belligerent over repaving Ponce 
de Leon avenue and, despite an inm- 
passioned address by Councilman J. 
A White, deferred action for two 
weeks on the White resolution calling 
upon the Georgia Railway and Power 
company to proceed with repaying its 
right of way. 

The councilman urged that the city 
go to bat with the power company 
in the courts over the question of 
ownership of the strip of Jand orcu- 
pied by the tracks and declared that 
the street can never be repaved un- 
less the company is forced to pave the 


strip. 
Sent to Committee. 

A companion resolution, request- 
ing county commissioners to repair 
the street from Piedmont avenue to 
the Southern railway bridge, was 
adopted unanimously but the demand 
upon the power company, admitted 
by the councilman to be an invita- 
tion to battle, was sent back to the 
street committee to give two weeks 
more in which to reach a friendly 
agreement with street car officials. 

Alderman R. A. Gordon, veteran 
representative of the Fourth ward, 
counselled against hasty action, re- 
calling that the city had tried some 
six years ago to force the power 
company to help repave Jackson street 
and had been held up in the courts 
for months until the alderman sought 
a friendly conference with President 
Preston S. Arkwright “and got the 
street paved almost in time for sup- 
per that night.” 

Councilman C. D. Knight, chairman 
of the street committee, and Alder- 
man J. R. Bachman, chairman of the 
special committee which is consid- 
ering the company’s petition for more 
favorable operating conditions, both 
nrged council to give ample time for 
friendly negotiations. 

Officials of the company have con- 
tended that the land used hy the 
tracks was purchased outright from a 
pioneer horse car concern which built 
tracks before Ponce de Teon wie 
made a street and that it belongs to 
the companv. Councilman White, 
hacked by City Attorney James UL. 
Mayson, contended that the land has 
reverted to the city through its long 
use as a street. 

The company last vear offered to 
relinquish its claim to the strip if 
the city would nay the cost of repav- 
ing hut the offer was not accepted 
because the city did not have the 
money available for the work. 


DEPARTMENT HEAD 
SELECTIONS LEFT 
TO COMMITTEES 


City council Monday voted dowr 
the J. Allen Couch ordinance to take 
away from all council committees au- 
thority to elect department heads and 
to vest that power in city council as 
a whole.

posing this bill, which simply submits 
the question to the people for deci- 
sion ?”’ 

Mr. Delaperriere then referred to 
statements also made on the floor of 


the house by opponents of the meas- 
ure that the bill is supported “by the 
newspapers and the corporate inter- 
ests.” 

“I don’t see,” he said, “why this 
should influence intelligent men to 
vote against the bill. Of course, the 
newspapers are for the bill. The 
Georgia Press association recently 
adopted a resolution unanimously in- 
dorsing it, 

Seek State Prosperity. 

“It is also probably true that the 

corporations—at least all those doing 


business in Georgia—are for the bill. 
Newspapers and corporations general- 
ly are managed by men above the 
average in ability, and they are sure 
to be in favor of anything that will 
add to the general prosperity of the 
state. Their business interests are in 
the state and anything which aids 
the welfare of the state as a whole 
certainly will add to their prosperity. 

“Of course newspapers and corpo- 
rations are for it. 

“But don’t forget there are plenty 
of other people beside the newspa- 


pers and corporations who are for | 
the bill. The bankers are for it, the 


business men. are for it, the mer- 
chants are for it, and the farmers are 
for. it. 

“The day has passed in Georgia 
when group is aligned against group. 
The truth is that today, more than 
ever before, we are all workirig to- 
gether as Georgians for the best in- 
terests of the state, and it is the 
opinion of the vast majority of the 
people of the state that adoption of 
biennial sessions will be a good thing 
for the state. They are all agreed on 
this, newspapers and farmers, ¢or- 
porations and country merchants.” 

Institutions Benefited.

Instead, they will 
get the largest appropriations the 
state can make every other year and 
knowing that there can be no addi- 
tional appropriations for a two-year 
period they will prepare their budgets 
and plan their work ahead for tbis 
period without further thought to the 
financial aspect. 

Concluding, the Jackson representa- 
tive said: 

“Tf the representatives of 44 of the 
48 states can transact the business of 
their constituents with biennial ses- 
sions, why can’t representative Geor- 
gians, such as make up the member- 
ship of the house, do the same?

The 
agreement, which both had sworn 
forever to keep secret, pertrayed in 
a cold and unemotiousl manner the 
actual desire of the two young exper- 
imenters with human emotions to find 
new and hidden paths on which they 
might stray for an intensive. develup- 
ment of their physical and menial 
abnormalities. 

When Dr. Healy reached the por- 
tion of his testimony dealing with 
their pact, an element in the case 
hitherto carefully concealed by the 
defense, Leopold and Loeb became 
noticeably nervous. They twisted 
about and avoided meeting the gaze 
of friends and relatives sitting near 
them. Justice Caverly appeared as- 
tonished by what he had read. There- 
after, until the close of the session, 
he frequently arose from his seat 
and spent minutes at a time watching 
the defendants. 


Crowe Offers Comment. 


Dr. Healy devoted most of the 
morning session to a detailed discus- 
sion and analysis of his examination 
of Leopold. In many respects he 
corroborated the testimony previously 
presented by Dr. William White, of 
Washington, who had declared that 
the murder of the Franks boy had its 
origin in the childhood fantasies of 
Loeb and Leopold. 

state’s Attorney Crowe allowed Dr. 
Healy to proceed uninterrupted most 
of the time, and at the close of his 
testimony he said: 

“The witness did not present a sin 
gle circumstance to show that there 
should be any mitigation of punish- 
ment. Neither did Dr. White. Both 
alienists plainly indicated that they 
do not believe these defendants in- 
sane. This case clearly is a hanging 
case and I shall insist that the death 
penalty be imposed.” 

Cheated at Cards, 

Two of Leopold’s chief character- 
istics, as discovered by Dr. Healy, 
were stubbornness and a peculiar su- 
percilious quality, the witness said. 
He declared that the criminal ten- 
dencies of Leopold and Loeb besan 
to manifest themselves about two 
years ago, when they began to cheat 
at bridge. They even cheated some 
of their closest friends and associates, 
They cheated their relatives. They 
cheated their neighbors, the doctor 
declared. 

“It is clear that Veopold is in- 
tensely melodramatic,’ Dr. Healy 
said. “He thought that was the way 
to play the thing out, to act it out. 

“But it was in the realm of his 
emotional life that I found the most 
marked disorders. ‘There has been a 
tremendous subordination of natural 
emotions, as he developed his delu- 
sion that he was superior to other 
human beings, above law and conven-) 
tion. 


Concerned Over Publicity. 

“T have been tremendously struck 
by the fact that both these youths 
are most concerned ..s to whether. the 
reporters will say the right thing 
about them. Leopold has been will- 
ing to throw away his remarkably 
fine chances in life for a petty re- 
ward, and to accomplish that purpose 
he was willing to commit a heinous 
crime. 

“Tt is apparent, then, that his con- 
ception of superiority is destructive. 


A contradiction is to be found be-}. 


tween his conception of being superior 
and his behavior on a low social level. 
We found he and Loeb have quite 
delusional ideas concerning’ them- 
selves. 

“Leopold says he is a superman on 
the basis of the philosophy of 
Neitzche. 

“In jail, even though he is de- 
spised by others, he declared he is 
really a Napoleon of crime, and he 
regards himself as a super-criminal, 
a man greatly admired by the under- 
world. He says that it is much more 
important than his li’ that he ;re- 
serve his dignity. 

Woulld Speak From Scaffold. 

‘Tie wants to write an autobio- 
graphy showing that his life has been 
packed full to a point of satiation. 
He wants to make a last speech, if 
he is hanged, showing the fullness of 
his life. 

“Then we come to his dreams. We 
do not regard these as of unusual 
significance just because they are 
dreams, for we all have day dreams. 
But these dreams were abnormal.” 

At this point Dr. Healy discussed 
Leopold’s strange torture complex, 
which clearly was reflected in his 
inner mental] life through a series of 
fantasies, the witness said. 

“He began dreaming of suffering. 
He told me at great length of the 
king-slave fantasy, in which some- 
times he was king and Loeb slave; 
and sometimes vice versa. The slave. 
was a person who always was made 
to suffer. He could. get his liberty, 
but he always refused it. As time 
went on he was bound to his king 
by a chain. Other times he had a 
fantasy about the king being beaten. 
Or he would dream that as a boy he 
was captured in war-time and made 
slave by a_ king. Sometimes he 
dreamed of being made a slave by 
nice young girls. All through these 
fantasies the idea of suffering crop- 
ped up.”

He was having these peculiar 
fantasies during this period, he told

“These fantasies of both- Leopold 


and Loeb had an enormous influence 
on their lives,” Dr. Healy continued. 
“The normal fantasies of people are 
carried out in their effort to express 
their ambitions. 

“Any boy who was good looking 
would appeal to Leopold and he im- 
mediately would embody the boy in 


his dreams,” the witness continued. 
“The boy would be eligible for the 
slave role in his fantasy... He would 
ee capturing the boy and branding 
im. 

“For this operation Leopold had 
dreamed of a specia] kind of a brand, 
a peculiar design, highly significant of 
abnormality in itself.” 

arrow at times questioned the 
witness. He asked him when Leo- 
pold’s dreams first included Loeb as 
a component part. 
Gave Loeb Rele of Hero. 

“About a year or so ago Leopold 
began weaving Loeb into his fantasy 
of life,” Dr. Healy said. “He com- 
menced to regard him as wonderful, 
as good looking, as a heroic figure, 
an ideal man. He knew none of 
these things to be true, but he imag- 
ined them to be facts. 

“In this connection it is interest- 
ing to read an excerpt from a poem 
that Leopold sent me on a piece of 
paper only the other day in this 
court.” 

A portion of the poem, as read 
by Dr. Healy, was: 

“*Let me dream once, 
That dear delusion; 
That I am yours, 

O heart’s desire.’ 

“Leopold’s relatives tell us that 
for many years he had shown a pe- 
culiar and intense energy,’ Dr. 
Healy continued. “He continually has 
been reaching out for new studies. 
In his home he has an ornithological 
collection that contained 3,000 speci- 
mens, many of them rare birds. He 
has always been seeking new expe- 
riences and sensations. He liked to 
play with languages, to write Ger- 
man in Greek characters.” 

Leopold Knew No Hardships. 

In his summation on Leopold, Dr. 
Healy testified that he never had de- 
veloped a consistent personality. He 
always was interested in strang 
things at strange times, 

“At the age of 5 to 6 he was in- 
terested in religion and in Madon- 
nas,” the physician said. “He believ- 
e] that his own mother was on a 
plana with the Madonna and he held 
this belief for many years. 

“T asked him what hardships he 
ever had to meet in his life and he 
replied that he never had to meet 
any, that he wasn’t allowed te have 
any. He hoped to found a universal 
language. He hoped to solve the prob- 
lem of the fourth dimension, 

“Leopold began as a child to over- 
throw the idea of God and _  eon- 
science. 

““*T revelled in the fact that I had 
no qualms of conscience’ Leopold told 
me when I asked him whether he was 
sorry he had committed murder. 


Developed Superman Idea. 


“For years this young man develo 
ed the superman idea,” continued the 
physician. “He tried to kill all emo- 
tion and feeling.” 

The physician. then read a letter 
Leopold wrote to Leeb last October, 
at a time when the two had quar- 
reled. The letter was an attempt to 
effect a reconciliation, In it Leopold 
said that a superman was not liable 
for anything that he did, except for 
one crime, and that was to commit a 
mistake. 

“During his last term at Chicago 


got up in a law 
class and insisted that while laws 
might be applicable to ordinary peo- 
ple, they were not meant for super- 
men,” Dr. Healy said. 

“Even when it comes to us, Leo- 
pold ridicules our work and says that 
there is no such thing as mental dis- 
ease. He doesn’t show a normal self- 
regard.” 

Calolus in Planning Murder. 

Leopold, Sr., sat with his head in 
his hands-as Dr. Healy described how 
his son attempted to kill all affection 
fyr- members of his family. Then Dr. 

y made one of his most astonish- 
ing revelations, 

“Leopold told us he had consider- 
able interest in observing himself as 
a murderer,” the witness said. 

“When I asked him how he felt 
while he was planning to murder the 
Franks boy, he replied: 

“*Making up my mind to commit 
murder was practically the same as 
making up my mind to eat pie for 
supper; the question was whether 
it would give me pleasure or not,’” 

Loeb Still Child. 

Dr. Healy then briefly gave rea- 

sons why he believed Leopold ab- 


— These included: An ab-? 
normal fantasy life, an abnormal 
early life, the development of persist- 
ent delusions, a disintegrated person- 
ality, an abnormal emotional life. 

“On account of all these things [ 
believe that Leopold is thoroughly 
—~ unbalanced,” the physician 
said. 

Pairning to his. examination of 
Loeb, the physician said he found 
nothing wrong with him physically 
except a slight nervousness and a 
tendency to stammer. Crowe then 
forced Dr. Healy to describe the va- 
rious tests used on Loeb. 

“Loeb never did have any affee 
tion for his own people,” the witness 
declared. “He often pictured himself 
as in jail, with people looking at him 
and sympathizing with him. 

“Loeb is still a child, but a child 
thoroughly capable of being vicious. 

“We found he had played.a double 
life from the time he was eight or 
nine years old. First, he associated 
with a bad boy. Then he read books 
he was not supposed to. read. Later 
he made evil companions of both 
sexes. This was opposed to the idea 
his nurse had of him: that he was a 
sood boy. He had learned at an early 
age how to deceive her.

On this page is a communication 
from Judge Covington, member of 
the house from Colquitt, and one 
of the proponents of the evolution 
bill that is now pending. 

‘Judge Covington takes issue with 
The Constitution. We have urged 
that the Georgia assembly kill this 
bill, which would inhibit ahy state 
institution from even a class room

The municipal authorities of Mos- 
cow have hit upon a novel scheme of 
massed music. One. hundred sets of 
church betls or chimes have been 
connected with the central electrical 


works, Connected with that institu- 
tion are also thousands of factory 
whistles. On great bolshevist -holi- 
days, such as May 1, or Lenin day, 
they intend to give a colossal con- 
cert in which the bells will ring out 
and the whistles will shriek the “in- 
ternationale of labor.” Massed bands 
stationed on the Red Square will be 
guided by electrical signs from cen- 
tral, so that the total effect will be 
something “bizarre, overwhelming 
and stirring’ we are told. Of course, 
the Bolshevik music will be some- 
what jangling and jarring, but then 
that is the spirit of the movement. It 
must not be thought that the Rus- 
sians, who are going to radio-broad- 
cast these weird concerts, wish to 
convey the idea that the jangling, 
shrieking music is an expression of 
the new Russian culture. Remark- 
able progress is being made in the 
realms of art. The theater and the 
operas are alive with new ideas, 
somewhat radical perhaps, but that 
may be expected in a new order of 
things. The bell and whistle con- 
eerts are merely a form of propa- 
ganda, like nearly everything else in 
Muscovy.

What Is a 
Bahai? 


Press dispatches from Persia tell us 
that Major Imbrie was taken for a

First impressions would be 
that Bahaism is a sort of rival Mo- 
hammedan sect and it seems strange 
that an American should be taken 
for an adherent. Bahaism, however, 
is not confined to Oriental peoples 
and it is not a rew religion -though 
the movement dates from 1884, but 
rather an effort tu unify all religions. 
Abdul Baha, one of its leaders and 
eldest son of ths world-wide move- 
ment was released from prison by the 
new Turkish republic three years ago 
atter spending thirty-five years in 4 
dungeon. Teachings of all religions 
and societies are found in its pre- 
cepts, Christian, Buddhist, Zoroas- 
trian, Mohammedan, Theosophist, 
Spiritualist, Freemason. Its aims is 
the essence of the highest ideals of 
all world religions. It counts among 
iis adherents Americans, Englishmen, 
Hilollanders, French men, Austrians 
and Germans, marty of whom are men 
ot science, statesmen and leaders in 
ort, culture and industry.

curate in the Church of England,

on a charge of forgery and deported 
to England. He did not fight depor- 
tation to England on the promise that 
he would not be prosecuted on the 
charge of high treason.

again in Australia from where he was 
deported. In Germany he played some 
part in the revolution and now comes 
the end with his complicity in the 
Matteotti murder. The Italian press 
is elated over the fact that one of the 
chief criminals in the recent cause 
celebre is a foreigner and net an 
Italian. 


A Historical 


Freak. 


A curious historical fact has been 
revealed recently through the fight of 
the Russian mission in Pekin to pre- 
vent its property falling in the hands 
of the soviet officials, who have con- 


tluded an agreement with China 
whereby all property formerly belonz- 


ing to the Czar’s government becomes 
theirs. The Orthodox mission in 
China was formed in 1685 when a 
Chinese general captured fifty Cos- 
sacks in a border war in Mongolia 
and brought the Cossacks and their 
families to Pekin. They took service 
in the Chinese army and were allowed 
to send for their own priests. This 
mission, the first Christian community 
established in the Far Fast flourished 
while foreign missionaries were denied 
admittance. Though the descendants 
of the Cossacks inter-married with the 
Chinese they remained Orthodox Chris- 
tinns. Throughout modern Chinese 
history there is mention of the sanc- 
tion and approbation for this Chris- 
tian community, by the Manchu and 
later dynasties. It formed an integral 
part of the life of the imperial city. 
The claim of the Bolshevik agents to 
the property of the Russian mission 
therefore is absurd.

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Editor Constitution: I notice that 
the state senate will on next Tuesday 
take up for final action the bill to 
abolish hanging as punishment tor the 
crime of murder, and substitute there- 
for the execution of murderers in the 
electric chair, which, it is specified, 
shall be located in Milledgeville. and 
am asking that you insert the follow- 
ing views regarding the use of the 
electric chair and in 7 :nneciion there- 
with the question of capital punish- 
ment itself. 

In the first place, I am in sym- 
pathy with Representative Ennis, of 
Baldwin county, in bis oppesition to 
locating the electric chair in Milledge- 
ville, if the chair be established. ‘Ihe 
successive executions of all murderers 
in the same city wherein is the Geor- 
gia State College for Women would 
indeed create a most gruesome status. 
What could bring more sucvessive 
shocks to the young womanhood of 
vur state than an average of probably 
one or more executions per month in 
that city during the college term, 
with the publication of the prurient 
(letails which the press never fails to 
exploit. The very thought of such 
a status is repulsively horrible. Gen- 
tlemen of the general assembly, if you 
are going to establish the electric 
death chair, put it almost anywhere 
except at Milledgeville or Athens. 

But 1 believe the establishment of 
that chair would be a mistake. | 
have never considered that form of 
execution as being more humane than 
is the rope. Neither is really humane; 
and, for that matter, why should the 
state be so concerned for an easy 
death for a criminal who brutally 
stabs, beats or shoots his victim to 
death? If I remember correctly, 
while occupying the executive chair, 1 
allowed nine wife murderers to hang. 
In several of these cases the crime 
was characterized by most repugnant 
cruelty. 

My firm judgment is that the ex- 
ecution of a’ murderer should be in 
the county in which he committed the 
crime, Then all those criminally in- 
clined in that county who had the ob- 
ject lesson‘ of the murder would have 
the object lesson of the certainty that 
the state had inflicted her extreme 
penalty on the murderer. 

Now, some words about capital 
punishment, to abolish which an at- 
tempt was made in the general as- 
sembly some days ago. 

Quotes Scriptural Authority. 

One of the stock in trade argu- 
ments against capital punishment is 
that the Bible itself says: “Thou 
shalt not kill.” I have noted time 
and again that some of our preachers 
use that one of the Ten Command- 
ments as a conclusive argument for 
abolishing the death penalty by the 
state. It seems almost incomprehen- 
sible that any intelligent reader of the 
Bible can so pervert its real mean- 

In the first place, the Ten Com- 
mandments were not given for appli- 
cation to the state. The very read- 
ing of them shows that they were given 
primarily, if not solely, for applica 
tion to every individual man and 
woman in the world. 

Taking them seriatini: How can the 
state have one kind of God more than 
another kind? How can the state 
make a graven image and bow down 
and worship? How can the state 
take the name of the Lord God in 
vain? How can the state “remember 
the Sabbath day to keep it holy,” 
estopping from labor every man and 
every member of his family and even 
his very cattle and “thy stranger that 
is within thy gates?’ How can the 
state honor its father and mother that 
its “days may be long upon the land 
the Lord thy God giveth thee?’ Next 
comes the commandment: “Thou 
shatt not kill,” which, the context 
plainly shows, is applicable only to 
individuals. Next comes the sixth 
commandment. What could possibly 
be more absurd than to say that this 
commandment has even the remotest 
application to the state? How can 
the state steal. i. e.: commit larceny, 
hurglary, highway robbery and _ fhe 
like? How can the state bear false 
its neighbor—Geor- 
cia, for example, bearing false witness 
against South Carolina or Florida? 
How can the state covet its neighbor's 
house, or his wife, or his ox. or “any- 
thing that is thy neighbors’?” 

The marginal dates in the Bible 
show that the Ten Commandments 
were given on Mount Sinai in the 
vear 1491 B. C. They also show. 
that at various periods in the years 
1490, 1471, 1453, 1452 and 1451 B.C. 
God gave, through Moses, His law for 
the government of the Jewish state. 

Commanded Death as Penalty. 

In the vear 1441 B.C., as shown in 
chapter XXXV. of the book of Num- 
bers, He commanded. the establish- 
ment of six cities of refuge whereto 
all persons who killed other persons 
by accident and the like might flee 
and have their lives spared from 
avengers. But following these words 
in the ninth verse, viz. :. “And Jehovah 
spake unto Moses, saying: (After 
giving details concerning the cities of 
refuge) He, Jehovah, gave command 
for the state to put murderers to 
death. This command is found in 
verses 29 to 33, inclusive, of the above 
named chapter, viz.: 

“So these things shall he for a statute of 
indement. unto you throuchout your genera- 
tions in all rour dwellings. 

“Whoso killeth any person the murderer 
shall be put to death hy the mouth of wit- 
nessea: bnt one witness shall not testify 
against any person to cause him to die. 

‘Moreover ve shall take no antisfaction 
for the life of a murderer which is guilty of 
death: but he shall be surely put to death. 

‘(And ve shall take no satisfaction for him 
that is fled to the city of his refuge that he 
should come again to dwell in the land, un- 
til the death of the priest. 

“So ye shall not nolinte the land wherein 
ve are: for blood !t defileth the land: and 
the land cannot be cleansed of the Wood 
that is shed therein, but by the blood of him 
that shed it. 

‘“‘DNefile not therefore the land which ve 
ehall inhabit, wherein I dwell: for I. Je- 
horoh, dwell amone the children of Tsrae!.’’ 

Thus the Ten Commandments, 
viven in the year 1491 B. C., were 
spoken to every individual man and 
woman for obedience, but the words 
inst quoted. given in the year 1451 
Rr. C., were spoken as a command to 
the Jewish state, imposing upon it the 
duty of executing the murderer. viz: 
“Te shall surely be put to death.” The 
last two verses quoted add an awful 
emphasis to the reason for the execu- 
tien. 

Therefore, if the legislature of the 
state of Georgia enacts a law forhid- 
dine capital punishment it will im- 


'piously repeal in Georgia a law which 


the Tord God Jehovah Himself gave 
for the government of His peonle.

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100 Policemen Search 
For Man Who Fired\ 
N. Y. Apartment Houses 


New York. August 4—A hundred 
detectives and policemen today search- 
ed for the pyromaniac who started 
fires in five apartment houses of the 
upper west side Sunday when two 
persons lost their lives and scores 
of families were driven from their 
homes.

In 1836 the United States was, for 
the first time in the history of the 
country, practically out of debt. The 
secretary of the treasury on Decem- 
ber 8, 1835, estimated the amount of 
Sing debt still outstanding at about 
$28,582.10, and this remained un- 
paid solely because payment had not 
been demanded. At the same time 
the estimates at the close of 1836 
showed the probability of a surplus of 
at least $14,000,000 in the treasury.

How can dried leaves and flowers 
be colored? 

Various light colored nlants may 
be colored by merely dipping in dyes.

If such germs, usually harmless 
though they be, are found so frequent- 
ly in bath tubs, it would he reason- 
able to suppose that more virulent 
disease-producing germs may be trans- 
ferred via the common tub. 
far as J know there is no actual proof 
or convineing scientific evidence tnat 
anybody ever does catch any diseuse 
through 
tub or a common drinking cup. 

Hirst and Broadhurst found that 
the use of ammonia failed to kill the 
colon basilli in or on the tub, Like- 
wise the use of kerosene failed to kill 
the germs. But ordinary chlorinated 
lime (commonly sold by groceries in 
tin boxes as “chloride of lime”) did 
kill the germs when applied in freshly 
made saturated solution—all the 


dissolve. Two highly advertised com- 
mercial “disinfectants” proved use- 
less when applied in the dilutions ad- 
vertised, though fairly obnoxivus. to 
the germs when applied in solutions 
twice as strong as the optimistic ad- 
vertisements enggest. “There is 
probably no addition to the cleaning 
and disinfecting substances used in 
the home so well worth the money 
and the slight amonnt of labor re- 
quired,” assert these experts, refer- 
ring to the small tins of “chloride of 
lime” for use as disinfectant. 
To all of which I agree, only my 
notion is that one should leave 
tubs for helpless invalids and uxe 
only a shower for body washing.

PROPOSED RULE HITS 


NON PAR VALUE STOCK: 


Two new general rules were sub- 
mitted to the Georgia securities 
commission Monday morning by 
Chief Examiner T. B. Conner. One 
consideration of applications 
from a Georgia company with non- 
par value stock, the other limits the 
amount of stock issued for intangibles 
to one-third of the common stock and 
prohibits issue of promotion stock to 


‘finance companies, or companies de- 


riving profits from lending money. 
Since the legislature passed two 
statutes in 1922 providing for non- 
par value stock in certain cases for 
companies obtaining charters from 
the secretary of state, the idea has 
prevailed that provision was made 
for companies chartered by the supe- 
rior courts. In view of the fact that 
the code requires 10 per cent of the 
minimum capital stock to be paid in 
before a Georgia compahy can op- 
erate under its charter at all, it seems 
conclusive to the commission that the 
Georgia law does not 
non-par value stock. 


The new rules are as follows: 
18. There being no provision in the Geor-

No promotion stock will be allowed 
in the case of finance companies nor shal! 
the expense of selling the stock in such 
companies be allowed to exceed 15 per 
cent, 

These rules will come up for adop- 
tion at the next regular meeting of 
the commission on August 18, at 
which time all parties interested 
either for or against the adoption of 
the rules will be given an opportunity 
to be heard.

“The strong dry states are refus- 
ing to nominate United States sena- 
tors not in harmony with dry sen- 
timent. In West Virginia four drys 
and one wet—a _congressman—ran 
for the high office, and the wet can- 
didate was defeated by 50,000 votes, 
although the dry votes were divided 
into four parts. 

“There are only five wet senators 
from the south. The united wet 
forces have just issued a call to the 
enemies of prohibition to defeat 12 
dry senators and 60 dry congress- 
men, claiming that this would give 
them control of congress. 

Harris Strong for Prohibition. 

“One of the senators they are fight- 
ing is Senator William J. Harris, of 
Georgia. He has made a _ splendid 
record not only fn prohibition en- 
forcement legislation, but on all other 
questions in which the people of Geor- 
gia are interested. Jt is inconceiv- 
able that Georgia, one of the driest 
states in the Union, would replace a 
worthy public official like Senator 
Harris by a wet candidate who is out 
of step with the moral sentiment of 
the state. 

“Of course, the wets are after Con- 
gressman VW. D. Upshaw all the time. 
He is a thorn in the wet side every 
day in the year. He has made good 
in gaining the confidence of both dem- 
ocrats and republicans in congress in

WADE’S PLANE CUT ADRIFT 
AFTER LIFT IS BROKEN. 

Aboard U. 8S. S. Richmond, August 
4—(By the Associated Pr —The 
“Boston,” the airplane piloted by 
Lieutenant Leizh Wade in the Ameri- 
can army world flight, was aban- 
doned early this morning. The plane 
was taken in tow by the Richmond 
yesterday after Lieutenant Wade and 
his mechanic, Sergeant Arthur M. 
Ogden, had been forced down at sea 
by engine trouble while attempting 
the hop from Kirkwall, in the Ork- 
neys, to Iceland. 

The Richmond's effort to salvage 
‘the wrecked plane was  abar.doned 
when the machine, which had been 
gradually filling while being towed in 
a heavy sea, capsized. Seeing the 
hopelessness of attempting further to 
save it, the officers cut it adrift. 

Cruiser Returns to Iceland. 

The Richmond then turned about 
and made for leykjavik, Iceland. 

_ Lieutenant Wade, on board the 
Richmond, was chagrined over the 
fate that had brought his plane to 


no en- grief, but he took the disappointment 


well. Describing his experiences, 
Lieutenant Wade said: 

“It was the first time we had had 
trouble with the oil pump and our 
second forced landing in the 19,000- 
raile flight. ‘Ihe first was on the 
Japanese coast, when we came down 
for water. 

“On yesterday’s flight, when the 
truble came, we signalled Lieutenant 
Smith by waving that we were forced 
down; also that the engine was out 
of commission, requesting him to ad- 
vise patrol. We expected to remain 
on water until the Richmund arrived. 
We saw a merchant vessel at 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon, but could not at- 
tract its attention. An hour later. 
the trawler which rescued us was 
sighted. We had to signal -her with 
pistol and rifle before she noticed

Now for the first time 40,000 or- 
ganized club women in the state of 
Georgia are asking their fellow Geor- 
gians to give of their abundance that 
Tallulah Falls Industrial school may, 
receive the hundreds of children wl 
come asking for the larger oppor- 
tunity in life that the education of- 
fered within its domain guarantees. 

The Atlanta federation has as- 
sumed responsibility for the campaign 
in the city and $20,000 is what it is 
asking of Atlantans—not much to

SENATE DOES LITTLE 
WiTHl BARE QUORUM 


Following a day in which the work 
of the senate was greatly bampered 
by the searcity of members present, 
the upper house will face for consia- 
eration a number of miner and iocal 
bills when it convenes this morning. 
The only measure of considerable im- 
portance in sight is the bill proposing 
to substitute the electric chair for 
hanging as a means of executing the 
death sentence in Georgia, set as a 
special order of business Wednesday. 

With barely a quorum present at 
Monday's session, several bills, al- 
though receiving a majority of votes. 
were lost because of failure to receive 
the requisite constitutional majority 
of 26 votes. President Carswell had 
to east his vote of “aye” to bring 
about the passage of the only bill en- 
acted Monday. It was a measure in- 
troduced by Senator Moore, of the 
seventh district, giving the secretary 
of state authority to refuse to grant 
charters to banking concerns using 
the name “Georgia,” so as to suggest 
that such a bank might be comnected 
with the state of Georgia. 


Would Avoid Confusion. 


The bill was introduced at the re- 
quest of Secretary of State Guyt Me 
Lendon, who recently refused to grant 
a charter to a group of Atlanta bank- 
erg seeking to organize “The Bank of 
the State of Georgia.” 

A bill by Senator Arnow, of the 
fourth district, to make the Georgia 
law on hunting doves conform to the 
federal statute, although receiving a 
vote of 26 to 3 in favor of its passage, 
failed because it fell two votes short 
of the necessary majority. 

Senator Chastain, of the forty-first 
district, made a short speech urging 
passage of his bill to require vaccina- 
tion against smallpox before children 
can be admitted to the schoois of the 
State, but when a vote was taken. 16 
senators voted for the meusure and 14 
against it, ten votes short of the 
necessary majority. During the vote 
on the bill, Senator Ficklen suggested 
that absentees be compelled “by force 
of arms” to come into the senate 
chamber and transact the state's busi- 
ness. 

Senator Ficklen Congratulated. 

The senate adopted a_ resolution 
congratulating Senator Boyce Ficklen 
on his birthday. The resolution failed 
to name the anniversary, but whether 
this was an jnadvertent omission or 
deference to the popular senator was 
not announced. 

Fearing defeat because of the slight 
attendance, Senator Parker, of tie 
third district, received unanimous con- 
sent that action be deferred on his 
bill giving authority for counties and 
municipalities to join in . building 
highways. 


PARTLY CLOUDY 
SKIES ARE SEEN 
FOR CITY TODAY 


Partly cloudy skies with scattered 
thundershowers and temperatures 
about normal for this season of year 
were predicted for today at the local 
office of the United States weather 
bureau Monday. 

Temperatures Monday failed to 
reach as high as 90, recording an aver- 
age of 81 degrees for the day. 

The outlook for the week was said 
to be for partly cloudy weather with 
occasional thundershowers, but that 
outlook, it was stated, was subject to 
change as no definite forecasts are 
possible for more than 24 hours in 
advance. 

The weather generally has been 
eooler than for the same days of 
August last vear, it was stated.

No better proof of the gold in- 
flation can be offered than the ad- 
vance in the gold value of silver, 
which is at the highest.,.of the year 
and about five cents an ounce above 
the price of last January. Inciden- 
tally the Bank of India has reduced 
its discount rate to 4 per cent, which 
shows that the ease of: money is world 
wide. 

Meanwhile the market for cotton 
zoods is distinctly better. There are 
so many varieties of cotton cloth that 
it is impossible to be specific, but 
well informed merchants say that the 
advance averages about 10 per cent. 
This is a substantial improvement 
but it is even more gratifying to hear 
that there has been an increase in the 
demand from the agricultural dis- 
tricts of the country and that mer- 
chants are more willing to anticipate 
their requirements. As a result stocks 
are being rapidly reduced and large 
orders are somewhat difficult to fill. 

The most important statistical news 
of the week was Secretary Hester’s 
report upon the production, consump- 
tion and earry-over of American cot- 
ton. He figures the commercial crop 
of American cotton, linters ineluded, 
at 11.290;397 bales as against lly 
282.806 bales last season. The world's 
consumption of American cotton, in- 
eluding linters, is put at 11,242,000 
bales as compared with 12,631,000 
bales in 1922-23, and the world’s 
carry-over of American growth, in- 
cluding linters, is estimated at 2,- 
319,000 bales as against 2,573,000 a 
year ago. 

Because it probably includes at 
feast 300,000 bales of linters this 
carry-over seems large, or at least 
larger than was expected. The fig- 
ures are, however.: almost exactly in 
accord with the forecast published 
in Commerce and Finance February 
6, 1924. 

In that forecast the indicated carry-

ing linters, was put at 1,995,000 
bales.

Their business is to bet against 
the customer by book entries, instead 
of executing his orders as broker. 
Most inexperienced speculators are 
“bulls” so that in a long declining 
market the bucket shops win the bet, 
gobbling up customers’ money as 
profit, When the market turns, the 
bucket shops lose the bet and they 
close by the dozen. Whatever hap- 
pens, the customer loses, 

The bucket shops do not wish to 
exist on the commissions of a broker 
—they are after the cash capital of 
their customers.

Washington. August 4.—The feder- 
al trade commission, in a report made 
‘public today on the cotton trade in re- 
sponse to senate resolutions, recom- 
mended that some form of southern 
delivery on New York contracts be 
adopted, that cotton contracts be con- 
fined to three grades, that considera- 
tion be given to a reduction in the size 
of the contract delivery of 100 bales 
and that cotton puts and calls be 
abolished by a prohibitive tax 

The commission contended that the 
three-contiguous-grade contract should 
not be adopted unless southern, de- 
livery was also adopted. The report 
declared such a contract would prove 
a valuable adjunct of southern LB wey 
ies by offsetting in part the decreased 
value of the contract arising from the 


additional option given to the seller of | 


contracts as to place of delivery. 

It would further counteract the de- 
pressing effect on future prices of de- 
liveries of varying .grades on each 
contract, which tends to be emphasized 

by the-number of delivery points, the 
report held. This form of contract 
also would make it more practicable 
for the smaller merchant to take de- 
livery of cotton on future contracts, 
thus reducing the tendency to run 
from delivery notices, the report 
added.

The commission pointed out that 
cotton puts and calls are prohibited 
by the rules of both cotton exchanges, 
those at New Orleans and New York, 
and should be eliminated by a prohibi- 
tive tax, hike that now in force for 
grain puts and calls. 

Accurate Spot Quotations. 


To establish accurate spot quota- 


termining quotations and differences;
